1.   Just  a  reminder  that  annual  close-out  of  subject  form  must  be 
accomplished  by  the  end  of  business  on  10  October  1977  .

602.  CAMOUFLAGE  PAINTING  PROCEDURES. 

1 .  References :

2.  Reference  a  establishes  policies  and  assigns  responsbij  ;i  Les  for 
the  painting,  camouflage  pattern  painting,  and  marking  o^  Army  materiel, 
Reference  b  provide:-  initial  guidance  for  camouflage  pattern  pain!  Lng. 


Reference  c  provides  more  detailed  painting  instructions  for  field  use. 
Commands  responsible  for  supply  and  maintenance  of  Army  materiel  have 
published  camouflage  painting  instructions  for  their  equipment. 

3.   Visits  by  technicians  in  response  to  complaints  from  the  field  on 
camouflage  painting  has  revealed  a  requirement  to  emphasize  and  expand 
the  instructions  for  cleaning  materiel  and  application  of  camouflage 
paint.   It  is  recommended  that  the  following  supplemental  instructions 
be  passed  to  subordinate  activities  and/or  include  in  future  publica- 
tions. 

a.  Cleaning  -  before  painting,  all  surfaces  must  be  thoroughly 
cleaned.   If  grease  and  oil  are  present,  all  surfaces  must  be  solvent 
cleaned  with  naptha  or  minteral  spirits.   The  surfaces  shall  then  be 
thoroughly  washed  using  2-4  ounces  of  liquid  soap  per  gallon  of  water, 
as  specified  by  P-S-560,  Type  I,  cr  equivalent,  to  remove  soil,  dirt, 
and  other  foreign  matter.   Rinse  with  plain  water  until  all  residual 
soap  is  removed  and  check  with  a  white  cloth  to  insure  that  all  sur- 
faces are  clean.   Allow  the  surface  to  dry  before  painting. 

b.  Rusty  or  corrosive  areas  -  any  rusty  or  corrosive  areas 
must  be  sanded  to  bare  metal.   Solvent  clean  and  then  prime  with  TT- 
P-636,  NSN  8010-00-161-5718,  5  gal,  for  enamel  topcoats  and  TT-P-664, 
NSN  8010-00-151-7275,  5  gal,  or  MIL-P-11414,  NSN  8010-00-220-4078 ,  5 
gal,  for  lacquer  topcoats.   For  alur.ir.u~:  substrates,  use  TT-?-l"c'7, 
NSN  8010-00-515-2211,  5  gal. 

c.  Application  of  camouflage  topcoat  -  apply  two  coats  cf  2 
mils  wet  film  thickness  each,  allowing  solvent  to  flash  off  first  coat 
before  the  application  of  the  second  coat.   Check  for  total  film  thick- 
ness of  4  mils  using  a  wet  film  thickness  guage.   The  4  mils  wet  film 
thicknesr  '.'ill  produce  the  desired  2  r.ii  dry  film  thickness.   The  :'o'z 
film  thickness  guage  can  be  purchased  from  most  major  paint  outlets 

at  an  average  cost  of  about  $5.00.   One  source  is  Fisher  Scientific 
and  is  called  an  elcometer.   Inspect  visually  for  complete  hiding  and 
if  spotted,  apply  an  additional  coat.   Protect  against  either  dry  spray 
or  a  significant  amount  of  over  spray.   Allow  the  equipment  to  dry  for 
48-72  hours  before  using.
